Natures Barometer 


Spider Makes Changes in Its Web 
* Every Twenty-four Hours 

One of the simplest of nature's 
barometers isa spider's web, When 
there is a prospect of wind or rain, 
the spider shortens the filaments by 
which its web is sustained and leaves 
it in this state as long as the weather 
is variable, If it elongates its threads 
it is a sign of fine, calm weather, the 
duration of which may be judged by 
the length to which the threads are 
let out, If the spider remains inac- 
tive it is a sign of rain; if it keeps 
at work during rain the downpour 
will not last long, and will be fol- 
lowed by fine weather, says an ex- 
change. Observation has taught that 
the spider makes changes in its web 
every twenty-four hours, and that if 
such changes are made in the even- 
ing just before sunset the night will 
be clear and beautiful.

Washington.—Canada has filed a 
formal protest against the proposed 
composition of the governing body 
of the international labor office to be 
established under the League of Na- 
tions, The point at issue is regard- 
ed by the Canadian delegation here 
as of the greatest moment, It in- 
volyes the right of Canada, by reas- 
on of her industrial importance, to 
name onc of the members of the gov- 
erning body rather than to take her 
chance of election as one of the na- 
tions of lesser importance, from the 
industrial point of view. 

The international labor office 
(which will be controlled by the gov- 
erning body), forms part of the per- 
manent organization créated to  fur- 
ther application of the labor prin- 
ciples embodied in the peace treaty, 

Its governing body is to consist of 
24 members, Twelve will represent 
the governments, aix will be selected 
by the employers’ delegates to the In- 
ternational labor conference, six by 
workers’ delegates to the conference, 
Of the twelve government represen- 
tatives, eight will be nominated by 
the members of the conference which 
are of chief industrial importance, 

The remaining four will be nomin- 
ated by the other government dele- 
gatce to the congress, The govern-
